Cole bad been arrested by McGarvey 
on a forgery charge and was suspect 
cd of being one of the two bandits who 
several days ago held up the North 
Coast limited on the Northern Pacific 
at Welch Spur, 
murdering Engineer 
Frank Clow 
and wounding Fireman 
Thomas Sullivan. 
Cole is a brother 
if George Cole, who is now serving a 
fourteen-year 
sentence in 
the Deer 
Lodge penitentiary for the robbery of 
the Burlington flyer near this city two 
years ago. 
Harry Cole had been un­ 
der surveillance of the officers since 
the hold-up of the North Coast limited 
and was finally taken into custody by 
officers. 
While he was being sweated in the 
office of the police. Cole, it is stated, 
definitely said that he knew all about 
tho holdup of the limited and made a 
’ash from the room and ran down an 
alley leading from the police station. 
\n officer started for Cole, but tripped 
ivor the threshhold 
of the door and 
fell, 
M cG a r v e y followed and fell over 
the other policeman. 
Patrol Driver 
Jackson, seeing that Cole was about 
to escape, fired and 
hit the fleeing 
man in the hack, killing him almost 
Instantly. 
An 
immense 
crowd 
Immediately 
gathered and the Impression gaining 
round that McGarvey had killed an 
innocent drunken man, the cry went 
up, “hang McGarvey ” 


B r o th e r s L e d the Mob. 
Timothy Colo and another brother 
and a cousin of the 
dead man took 
the leadership of the mob and with 
more than 2,000 men hastened to the 
county jail. where 
they thought Mc- 
Garvey was hiding. 
They attempted 
to force their way through the line of 
officers with drawn guns. 
Inside the 
jail were 
more officers 
armed with 
rifles. 
The mob secured a long rope 
and the shout was made to down the 
officers. 
Deputy Sheriff Jack 
Wyman then 
st op ped the 
leader of the 
mob and 
told him that McGarvey had left the 
jail and that they 
were welcome to 
search the building. 
This was done. 
no trace of the detective being found. 
Mounting the steps in front of the 
courthouse Timothy Cole made an im­ 
passionate exhortation to the crowd to 
avenge the death of his brother, who. 
lie declared, had been shot down by 
McGarvey in cold blood.

man had worked In the 
mines and 
many of the miners knew him person­ 
ally there were loud cries of approval 
with shouts of “hang him to a pole" 
and "shoot him.” 
Cole, calling the 
mob to follow, made his way to the

following him.

mob soon 
reached at least

number, packing the streets for two 
blocks 
about the 
station.

volvers drawn, the officers prevented 
the mob

tempt of the police to guard the store, 
forced their way into the place and se­ 
cured a number of shotguns, hut for 
some reason failed to locate the (tm- 
munition.

shooting at the locks with a rifle.

shooting was evidently done at close 
range with a thirty-thirty rifle carrying 


h steel-nozed 
bullet, the bullet having 
cut a clear hole through tho steel shell 
of the locks where it entered. The locks 
were shattered but held and tao depra- 
dators were compelled to leave without 
entering the building. There were two 
buildings oa the ground and both had 
the locks damaged in practically tho 
same manner. 
The locks, while they 
held, were so damaged that they could 
not be unlocked and it took the mem­ 
bers of the club an hour and a half to 
get them off. 
'The penalty for the of 
fense is imprisonment in the peniten 
tiary and the club is willing to spend 
considerable money to convict the par­ 
ties or party doing the work. 
There 
have been six locks destroyed this spring 
and the members know exactly when 
the last shooting was done and have a 
pretty good idea who did it. 
All they 
lack is tho legal evidence. 
It is also reported today th at the 
buildings of the Wapakuta gun club 
have been broken into and the traps de­ 
stroyed.

In Spanish 
Tho St. Paul and Minneapolis papers 
have quite extended stories of the pro­ 
bating of the will of the late Wm.

stated, the Pioneer Press placing it at 
$50,000 while the Minneapolis Tribune 
referred to Miss Blanquita Firth as a 
millionaire.

Cold Weath er and S no w Also Retard 
Crop Preparations. 
New York, May l l . — Bradstreet's re­ 
view of trade says weather conditions 
as for five weeks past are still the k e y 
to the Irregular 
crop and 
trade re­ 
ports corning 
from a wide 
area of 
country. 
Freezing weather and snow 
have 
hurt trade 
and retarded 
crop 
preparations and growth in the North­ 
west. 
while 
low tem p eratu res 
and 
heavy m in s affect Southern dls'rihu* 
tion and crop growth and nieasureably 
influence distribution in the* Central 
West and Fast. 
Despite between Rea­ 
sons period and the slowness of retail 
trade and collections, there are few 
complaints coming 
from jobbing and 
wholesale lines, except that tilling in 
orders are so light that retail stocks 
are reported heavy. 
One explanation 
of this Is that jobbers and wholesalers 
had a very heavy volume of business 
hooked, deliveries upon 
which have 
been slow and the lull has enabled the 
latter b r a n d le 
to catch up measure 
ably with 
demands. 
Demands from 
wholesalers, therefore, while smaller 
than some 
months ago, 
have been 
sufficient to keep all actively engaged 
and crop and trade developments from 
now on will he closely watched to a1 
low of a proper appreciation of future 
needs 
of fall trade.
